' Hereas Samuel Ravenſhaw of London,Bookſeller, for near 
theſe Thirteen Years laſt paſt, has been engaged in a 
certain Argument, concerning which he ſome time 


ſince Printed two Sheets in Latin as a Specimen, 
whereof there were only iome few Copies, and they privately diſpers'd : 
By which means, and according to what he intended thereby, having 
underſtood the Sentiments and anſwered the Objections, as well as ob- 
tain'd the Approbations of divers Learn'd and Judicious Perſons touch- 
ing that his Undertaking ; he hath-upon ſeveral Reaſons thought it fur- 
ther expediennt at this time, to glve a more publick Notification of 
his Deſign in General, which 1s this, viz, To repreſent an entire Series, 
Syſtem and Chain of the great Reyolutions, whether in Church or 
State, for aboue theſe 2500 years laſt paſt, all before the Eye at one 


View, repreſented on a Scheme or Diagram : (4 more Full De- 
ſcription, ad the Uſe whereof, the Delineation of the ſame, 


mn the ſaid Printed Spectmen , does more fully exhibit.) 
And to ſhew, that there 1s as great an Order and Regularity in the 
Works of Providence here below, as to the Revolutions of thoſe Mo- 
narchies and Kingdoms, which the Prophefies of Darnic!, and the Book 
of the Revelation, have moſt apparently choſen ont, or ſet apart for the 
more peculiar Scenes for the Accompliſhments of certain Scripturc- 
Propheſiesin ; And alſoof the Aﬀairs of the Church in the ſame, as 
'there is for the Orderly, Regular, aud Stated Courſe of the Heavenly 
Bodies above, The Proſecution of which Work, as it will be the Sub- 
jet-matter of ſome Hundzeds of P2opoſitions ; ſo there'll be particular 
Occaſion to repreſent the like admirable Order, and moſt ſtrange Coin- 
cidences of I imes, to be obſerv'd in the great Revolutions of the Pub- 
lick State ſince the Refo2mation, in reference to ſuch Events amongit 
others, as the following : viz. The Marian Perſecutions : The Pariſian 
Wallacre : The Spaniſh Invaſion: The Gunpowder Conſpiracy : 
That Yo2rid and Bloody Rebellion and Maſſacre in Ireland afove 50

- Ba toy ons of theſe Three Kingdoms , which though great indeed in themſelves, yet are fo far furs 
ther to be efteemed theGreater not oniy as the ſeveral Memorable Steps thereof having been meeted, out by the 
foregoing Prophetical Numbers, are to be loakea 0n as certain Przludia of the begun moſt deſerved 
Fudgments of God upon the Romiſh Fatiion and Intereſt in Gcaeral : But likewiſe as theſe Home and De- 
m:ftique Revolutions carry along with them ſo great and powerful an Influence on the whole Afﬀ airs, nat 
0z:/y of Europe, but of all Chriſtendom beſraze.

Pears ago : The Perſecutſons, 8c. of the Vaudois : Che pieſent like- 
wiſe in France: The Jacobian Reign : And the late admirable Revoluti- 
ons-of theſe Three Kingvoms. And having by manifold experience 
found, that this Regulation of the Revolutions of Times paſt , has 
been with great reſpect had to thoſe Pzophetical Numbers Recorded 
in Ezekecl, * Daniel, and the * Revelation of St. John: (underſtanding by 
the ſame, Days for Years, according not only. to that Injunction to Eze- 
kiel, Ch, iv.5, 6, but as the very Series it felf of the things foretold to be 
accompliſhed, and the concurrent Teſtimony of moſt Interpreters do 
both further atteſt:) Accordingly, the ſaid Numbers, by the Divine 
Decree, ſeem apparently prefixt, as to be certain Boundaries of Time, 
and the great Revolutions therein : And fince 1t is moſt certain, that 
thoſe Divine Decrees whereto the Prophetical Numbers were to be 
applyed, did admit of ſeveral Steps and Gradations, in order to 
bring the ſaid Decreed Events to their determin'd Iſſues, both of Begin- 
nings and Ends, and had ſome of them, many other Adjun&ts, and 
Concomitant Characters to aſlign and aſſure a due Application : the Au- 
thor thinks it conſiſtent with the higheſt Reaſon to believe,and no ways

againſt thoſe Principles or Concluſions, which are. built on plain, 
evident, and palpable Matters of Fat : Its therefore his Hope and 
Confidence, that all Ingenuovs and Candid Gentlemen, will allow 
him this common Juſtice and Equity, as neither raſhly to cenſure his 
Enterprize themſelves, nor recelve any ſiniſter Opinion from any

ticular, and he hopes likewiſe, ſatisfactory Account touching the Pre- 
miſes, as repreſented by an Ocular View on the foreſaid Scheme or 
Diagram z\at the Houſe on the Right* Hand, next adjoyning to the 
Foot of the Stairs, going up to the Houſe of Lo2ds, out of the Old Pa- 
lace-Yard, Weitminſter,

to accuſe ſuch of a Raſh and Precipitate Verdict, than they to p2ejudge 
his Performances herein, only from ſame ſuppoſed Invidious Concepti- 
ons deducible from his Circumſtances,As then its a plain caſe, that in 
all Copions Arguments there be many particular Conſiderations, which 
though they have no real Tendency to the P2oof of tle chief Scope 
and Defign : Yet by reaſon of the Great Force, which otherwiſe they

would have on Minds prejudicate, to diſpyobe thoſe things which in 
themſelves admit of a kind of Mathe matical Certainty and Demon- 
{i{ration, are thereby as abſolutely neceſſary likewiſe to be diſcuſſed 
and ciearcd ag the fonmer : And further, as "tis as plain, that though 
the certainty of Faith, as built on Divine and Scripture Revelation, 
is the higheſt and greateſt of all Certainties whatſoever ; But yet 
the Error and Miſtake of the Mind in Judging that to be the Senſe 
and Nicaning of ſuch Divine Revelation, which indeed 1s not, may like- 
wiſe on the other hand be ag great an Dliſkacle to the Underſtanding, 
as to1ts Non-reception, thence; of the otherwiſe moſt palpable and in- 
dubitable Truths: So, however capacitated ſuch an Objector might be, 
to conlider the Authors whole Deſign, applying himſelf thereto, he can- 
not otherwiſe conclude, but that he who would be ſo rafh as to cen- 
ſure before hearing ought, would upon heering of Part, be as unjult 
and partial, as to infer thoſe things which were deſigned rather to 
Anſwer Objeions, than otherwiſe, as to be the Author's ſole and only 
Proois, and wholy to pretermit the main Streſs and Force of his Argu- 
ments}; or elſe that he muſt be {o cenſur'd rather from ſome Ungrant- 
ep and Begg'd Ptinciples of the Dbjectoz, than from any ſuch appa- 
rent Weakneſs and Inconſiſtency of his, In ſhort, its not his Delign ei- 
ther to Court or Inforce any Perſon to be his Opponent, but rather act 
on the Defenſive Part : But if it mult o2 ſhould be ſo, that any Perſon 
mult appear to be his open Opponent, (which would be.much more lau- 
dable, than privately to detract and cenſure without an apparent 
Ground wherefore) lie deſires no other than a fair and candid Antago- 
nit, and an Jmpartfal Hearing; for had not he given what he ſuppoſes 
a Satisfafttory Account elſewhere, . and Anſwered all material Obje- 
tions, he ne'er could have had the Confidence ſo ofx, and in ſo Jl- 
luſtrious a Place, to have appeared in this kind wherein now he does.

& Rigs Author, after a General Candid Reeeption given to his Enter- 
prize, ſince the firſt publiſhing of the foregoing Paper, does now 
at laſt humbly ſubmit the Fuller Conſideration and Determination of 
his Caſe on the Following Terms, viz. In as much as one Main 
Part and Deſign thereof being converſant about the Periodical Revo- 


lutions 
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ſutiong of - Empires, Kingdoms, -and the Afﬀairs of the Church, both 
Jewiſh heretofore, and ſince Chriſtian, for an entire Series of 2520 
Years, deduc'd down to, and to be continu'd for about the ſpace of 
15 Years beyond the pzeſent Times. Ando by conſequence, the. Great 
and Extraordinary Reyolutlons of this Age, whether lately paſt , or 
ſuddenly to enſue, being not to be ſuppos'd pretermitted (unleſs his 
Grounds could evidently and apparently be convinc'd to be Weak and 
Precarious) he humbly deſires therefoze, in order to the Evincing of 
the Self.evidence and Plain Conviction of the Truth and Certainty of 
his ſaid Grounds, as in Order to the preſcribing of certain Canons 
or General Rules ſubſervient to the Aſcertaining of the Uifible 
and Apparent Accompliſhing of the Divine Decrees at their Prefix'd

He hath this moreover to add, in order to vindicate both himſelt 
and the Argument wherein he's engaged, from that Common P2eju:

Futurities, and thereupon, their as frequent Lyableneſs to be miſta- 


ken, whence others as weakly would conclude there to be a perpetual

As to which, and His Pyattice as thereto ( after having reminded 
the Reader of his main Scope and Defign, being to trace and obſerve 
the cxact Proportions, Diſtances, and Coincidences of a great Number 
and Variety of Revolutions and Events, ſome long ſince paſt) is as-fol- 
:19ws, viz. Notwithſtanding that, after never ſo diligent Search and 
Enquiry, any Perſon by the Divine Bleſſing on his Endeayours really 
had

had fonnd out the Epochs, or beginning of Time, from whence the 
G2and and ſo often P2edſced Revolution of 1260, or of 2300 Years, 
Cc. ( Reſpett here 1s to be had to the foregoing Marginal Note, where the 
Prophetical Numbers are recorded) are truly to Commente ; Yet as it 
does not thence follow, that ſuch a Perſon is become thereby the Privy 
Secretary of Heaven ; fo,no more 13 It Rational to believe he ſhould be 
capacitated thence diſtincily and particularly to foreknow and foretel 
thoſe ſeveral Particulars which the Divine Decree reſerv'd to be Accom: 
pliſh'd on the Exit of ſuch Prefix'd Periods : If by enquiry touching 
Futurities, we can by Scripture-Propheſies but underſtand the Main 
Scope and Delign (without too far particularizing) which the Provi- 
dence of God has to bring about in the Church and the World, and 
can but diſcover the Prophetic Numbers like the Finger of the Clock , 
giving us ſome Light into his Decrees : Let's not preſcribe to his Wiſ- 
dom, All, and the whole Fbea of what he will or ſhall do or bring a- 
bout at the Limited and Appointed Time.

Not to evince the Particular and Perſonal Preſcience of 
the Prophets of thoſe things which they did foretel, ( otherwiſe to 
what intent,amongſt other Arguments, have Angelical Interpretations 
been frequently adjoyn'd to the Prophetical Viſions?) No, in many 
Things and Particulars as they only were the Amanuen/es, and Inſtru- 
ments made uſe of by God Almighty, to evince, by mcans of their 
P:edictions bis own Eſſence, Preſcience and Providence in Governing of 
Afﬀairs of the World, ſo they themſelves foreknew- not many of the 
particular Applications or Interpretations of thoſe very Propheſies 
which they were the ſaid Amanuenſes of, In ſhort, as there be certain 
Angelical Interpretations ſubjoyn'd to the Prophetical Viſions, which

exhibited to Daxzel and St. Fohn, the Author is 'molt fully aſſured and 
convinc'd hereof, -that the Aſpects of the Inſtant Times, are as plainly 
reprefented in and by Their Predictions ; as were heretofore the ACti- 
ons and Atchievemnents of Alexander the Great againſt Darius the Perſian 
Monarch, Likewiſe by Daniel, ch, 8. under the Reſemblance of a 
Ram and a He-Goat, which the Angelical Interpretation, v, 20, & 2. 
applics to the Kings of Aediaand Perſia, and to the King of Greeia ; 


and After- Hiſtories compar'd with the ſaid Viſion, es plainly likewiſe 
make it appear, what King of Grecia was thereby Defign'd. Altho? 
therefore the Author In his Attempt of explaining the ſaid PrediCtions, 
by a Parity of Reaſon to what went befoze, ( with due Modeſty and 
Submiſſion be it ſpoken) does not in any Degree pretend, that he had 
o

a particular and diſtin& Fore-knowledge of the Revolutions of this 
Inſtant Age, ſuch as of the Pear 1688, before they came to paſs, and 
of others lince; yet he not only had befoze-hand obſerv?d ſuch Coinci- 
dences of Times to that Year, ag made it unto him a Time of Expeca- 
rfon, and hath laid down ſuch General Rules and Canons as afore- 
ſaid, under which the ſaid Revolutions do moſt naturally fall; ſo as, 
that in this Buſie Age, both as for Conſultation and Aftion 5 whether 
any one particular Agent thould take any Cognizance of his Enter-> 
prize or no, yet notwithſtanding not only what is paff hath}, 
but what's to. come, as to the Iilues and Determinations, {of preſent 
Councils and Actions undoubtedly will come and fall under the ſaid ſo 


long experienced Rules and Canons afozeſaid, 
But to proceed ; and fo, in order to a more particular Account of 


the Premiſes : it's plain that the Roman City, Empire, and its Provinces 
were revealed,and ſhadowed fo2th in the Book of rhe Revelation *: It's * Chap. 17. | 
as plain farther,that Britain and Gaul,now England and France, were not 
only amongſt the Provinces of that Empire, but in a more peculiar 
manner were thoſe particularly, which Ceſar the Founder of the Ros 
man Monarchy, reduc'd to the ſame; though 'tis well known that it 
was about the ſpace of 140 Years after Ceſar's Expedition hither, 
that the Land, under the Emperor Domitian, was more perfectly con- 
quered, and reduced by Agricola to a Roman Province. Ir's plain far- 
ther, that as Britain and Gaul were of the laſt Provinces that were Re- 
duc'd to the Roman Empire, ( ſo as under whatever Reſemblance the 
ſaid Empire, and it's Provinces, was in the Apocalyptical Viſions re- 
ſembled, the Author notwithſtandiug any further Acqueſt afterwards at 
any time made, adjudges the ſaid Empire as compleat then as to its 
P1ovinces, as the Notion of Urb; Sepricol/is, was applicable to Rome the 
Seat thereof.notwithſtanding ought that Roman Antiquities do Record 
de Tribus Coltibus Adjettss ) fo likewiſe were theſe Provinces of Britain 
and Gal of the laſf in oder of Time difſevered hack again from the 
ſaid Empire, upon the Accompliſhment of what was decreed touching 1; 
theDilaceration of the fame into X NewKingdoms,or Horns,to riſe out 
of its Ruins. It's to be acknowledged further,that as theſe 2 Kingdoms 
pf the Engliſh, and French, have (to take the whole Coniideration toge- 
ther) been more Permanent,and Potent,than any of the Original X, 
which roſe out of the foreſaid Ruines of that Empire, ſo likewiſe as | 
well have the Succeſſive Thanges and Revolutions therein, been 
the moſt memorable and remarkable ; and moze particularly thoſe 
ſince the Keſozmation, whether in Church o2 State, borh have been, 
nov3 are, and likewiſe are to be erpected, ſo to be.

by that CharaCer of a Beaſt with 7 Heads and 10 Horns, to give a ſho2t 
Hiſtozico-Pzophetick Jdea of the whole Koman Hiſtozy fo2 the firſt 
1200 Years ; ſo likewiſe to Limit and determin the Duration of the 


laſt Head thereof, to a prefix'd Period thencefozwaryd of a longer 


Continuance, viz. of 1260 Years.and to this end we ought to conſider 
Rome, both as under the Former Heads or Governments, as alſo under 
the laſt; and in both reſpects thoſe Diſtichs are applicable to her.

Which being proper Characters and Reſemblances of her, let's 
conſider then the City of Roxze under the foregoing Heads or Govern- 
ments, according to that very Pathetical Deſcription of the 4th, or 
Roman Monarchy in Daniel, Ch.7.v.19. of a Beaſt exceeding Dread- 
* ful, whoſe Teeth were of Iron, and Nails of Braſ*, which devoured, 
* brake in pieces, and ſtamped the reſidue with his Feet. Rome having 
therefore then in her former years thus haraſs'd the Nations, was 
afterwards in proceſs of Time to become, by a Juſt Retaliati- 
on, aPrey likewiſe her ſelf unto them, even ſo far forth, ( as that ſhe 
ſhould frequently be ſack*d and ſpoiPd by them again :)) And as the 
had made her Neighbouring Nations ſzverally and {ucceflively to be- 
come Roman Provinces, ſo ſhould ſhe in time be Diſpoll'd thereof again, 
and the Barbarous Nations ſhould divide even hers amongſt them- 
ſelves. But yet notwithſtanding all this, and thougi {he ſhould ceaſe 
to be the Abode of theImperial Seat, and her Empire ſhould feem to 
come to a Period, ſhe ſhould ſtill have another, and longer Scene after- 
wards to act; and what Rome Imperial obtaind by Force and Power, 
and which in the like manner was afterwards ſo rent back again from 
her: Rome Papal ſhould in Proceſs of Time both regain, and 
retain by Fraud and Cozenage, The Man of Sin, the Son of Perdition, 
under the Mask and Vizor of his Yolineſs (an Appcllation as fitting and 
becoming of the Papacy, as the Sirname of Epiphanes, or the Illuſtri- 
ous, became Antiochus, whom Dazxiel, had before predicted, and fore- 
told of, under a more proper and ſuitable Epithet of a vile Perſon, 
Dan,iti,21. or as he who at this time glories himſelf in the Style of 
Afoft Chriſtian King, does of all Princes living leſs deſerve ſuch a 
Compellation) was to d?lude and bewitch the UWoyld with his Enchant- 
ments, he was to inebtiate ard make dunk rhe Kings and Nations,

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and by that means, t9 retrieve the dying Glozy, and Gzandeur of Old 


Rome. As therefore then the approaching Period for the Decliging of 
the Roman Empire being come, and this, as a Means,in great Meaſure 
being occaſion'd and brought about by Conſtantine the Great's Removal 
of the Jmperial Seat from Rome in the Weſt, to Byzantium, at- 
terwards, from his own Name,called Conſtantinople,in the Eaſt, the 
Barbarous Nations thereupon taking better opportunity and occafion 
to make their Incurſions into, and afterwards to fix themſelves within 
the Weſtern Provinces thereof; ſo more particularly by Hiitory 
may it be made apparent, that reckoning from about the ſpace of 
Twenty Years after Conſtantine's Deceaſe , viz, From the Year ot 
Chriſt 356, or 7. it will ſo appear, that thenceforward, within the 
ſpace of 90 Years, the fo2zmer P2ovinces of the Welſfern Cmpire, 
were newly become Dilacerated into X New Kingdoms, ſuch as, of 
the Almans , Dftrogoths, Uifigoths, Huns, Suevians and Alans, 
Uandals , Burgundians, Francs, Bzitaings, and Saxons. Which 
Nations, as they became Jndependent on the Roman Empire, and 
ſeated themſelves and Kingdoms within its Pzovinces ; ſo the Papacy, 
being that Beaſt after which all the UWozld was to wonder, and unto 
vihom the King's of the Earth were to agree, and to give their King- 
doms, until the Words of God ſhould be fulklled preiided over 
them : But yet at laſt, they ſhould hate the Whore, and make her De- 
ſolate, and Naked, and Burn her with Fire , as it was Decreed : fo 
alſo this Judgment ſhould befal Rome Papal, the laſt Head of the 7 Hit- 
led City,upon the Exit of i260 Years, from that time that the Decr&y 
Devaltations of Rome, heretofoze Jmperial, had arrived unto rhefr full 
Height o2 Pitch, by the Partition of the former Provinces of its Em- 

pire, amongſt ſo many newly riſen Horns or Kingdoms. 
Bur let us conſider-the matter a little more particularly, Rome the 7 
Hilled City, which in the Apoffles Time Kuld over the Kings and Na: 
tions of the Earth,as it was likewiſe,as to the Succeſſion of its different 
Forms of Government, then under the 6th Head, or the Ceſarean Go- 
vernment, did not befo2e the Times of Conſtantine the Great, paſs o2 
go beyond rhat Yead. But now it we conſider Conft antine the Great, 
partly as to his D2iginal ExtraCtion, and partly likewiſe as in reference 
to that Partition of rhe Roman Empire, betwixt Conſtantins his Fa- 
ther, and Galerius Zaximinus , by which Partition thereof, Gale- 
7ius ODtaining Ilyrinm, Greece, Aſia, Egypt ;, as allo by the voluntary 
Reſignation of Coxſtantius, Italy likewiſe and Africa: hereby, Byitain 
only with Gaul (the Scenes of Ceſar, the Founder of the Roman Mo- 
narchy's Acqueits to the Empire) wita Spain , were Con3taxtine the 
Great's Firlt Juriſdictions, at his Succeilton to the Empire, on his 
Fathers Dzceale, fo as that Originally, though under anorher Deno: 
mination, he may truly be look'd on, only as King of rhoſe P2ovinces, 
until 
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antil ſuch time as firſt overcoming of Javxentius one of his Corriva!s 
in the Empire, even within the City of Rome- it ſelf, and after- | 
wards Licinius another of them in the Eaſt, he at laſt became Sole R 
Monarch of the whole Roman Empire. As therefore then, theſe 

Commotions and Revolutions in the Civil State in his Time, were the 

moſt conſiderable of all within the Roman Empire that ever thitherto 

had befal'n it, from the commencing of its Monarchy, and the Ceſa- 

rean or Imperial Power : So no doubt of it, but that theſe Extraordi- 

nary Acqueſlts of his, may juſtly be interpreted as prefigur'd and de- 

lign'd by that Angelical Jnterpzetation of the Apocalyptical Uiſion, 

where explaining of the 7 Heads, &c. as to be 7 Kings, or different 

Forms of Government of Rome the 7 Hilicd City, the 6th whereof 

then in being, brings in the Aﬀairs of Conſtantine the Great, as if it 

viere within a Parentheſis, does not call him properly a 7th Head 3 for 

as the Beaſt in the whole was to have but7 in All, the laſt whcre- 

of was to be Papal, as that which ſucceeded the lmperial, or Ceſarcan; | 
ſo, as Conftantine retain'd the ſame Name and Power oi Ceſzr as his A 
P2edceſſo2s, his Acquelts are not properly to be look'd on, as an 
Head diſtina> from rhe Ceſarean z but yet as he did by Fo2ce and Arms, 
Conquer and Subdue his Corrivals and Competitors in the Empire, as | 
well Ceſars, as he himſelf, and as he did afterwards transfer the Sear | 
of the Empire from Rome in Weſt, the former Seat thereof, {ſo he þ 
may juſtly Perſonally be ſaid to be that Other which the Text makes q 
mention of, which was not then come ; and when he came, was to con- | 
tinue a ſhort ſpace, 1, e. as Head, 02 reſiding at Rome ; but by means 

of the ſaid Removal of the Imperial Seat, Rome thenceiorward after: 

wards ſhould become the Seat of the Pope, o2 Biſhop thereof. So 

likewxle in purſuance hereunto, the Papacy, as in the next Verſe, viz.., 

11, Is ſaid to bethe 8th, and of the 7th, as it ſucceeded Conſtantine ' 
the Great at Rome, who, on the fo2egoing Accounts, was in one reſpect | 
a 7, and yet bur of thes.

phetical Character was accompliſh'd and fill'd up as to the 7 Yeads, than 
that, of the Remobal of the Seat of the Empire as before : But yer the 
Duration of this laſt Head, is not to be reckon'd from that Time that 
the Biſhop of Roe ſucceeded,as ſuch, but according to that Prophetical 
Character given, from the Super-addition thereto of 10 New 
Hozns o2 Kingdoms, Was then that Expedition, and thoſe Atchieve- 
ments of Conſtantine the Great, ſubſervient to the Accompliſhment of 
the Number, and Series of the Heads by making way fo2 the Papal 
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SucceſſiionatRome, on the removal of the lmperial Seat from thence 2 
Was it likewiſe ſubſervient to the accompliſhing of the Riſe in Gene- 
ral of the 10 Horns, by expoſing the Weſtern Territories of the Em- 
pire to the Depredations of the Barbarous Nations which bounded on 
rhe Limits thereof ? And what the leaſt Incongruity more particularly 
is there herein to believe, that Britain and Gaul might as well be al- 
{otted to be thoſe particular P2zovinces of the Cmpire, wherein the 
3& Downs v2 Kingdoms were to be, 02 ſhould be compleated, as they 
have bren, not only the Scenes of Czſar's Uidaories, the Founder 
of the 6th Head, but were as remarkably likewiſe the Scenes of Con- 
{tantine the G2eat's Otiginal Juriſdictions, whole tTuture Actions and 
Atchievements as really made way fo2 the Succetſion of the 7th and 
laſt; as Czſar's Enterp2izes founded the 6th !? 

But becauſe the Author would not have the Time and Events, where- 
at, and whereupon, he fixes that great Epoch of Time of the 126@ 
Years to commence, to pals here without notifying any Authority ei- 
ther for the Time , or Things ; he hath thought it expedient to 
ſubjoyn a few Words as to that poiat, which above Three Years 
2g0, having extracted out of his larger Collections, he had de- 
ſigned, in the continuing of the Method of his ſaid Latin Speci- 
men, to have ſubjoyned by a ſhort Chronological Account of the Hi- 
ſtorical Matters of Fact, ( about the Explication whereof his Propo- 
ſtions were to be concern'd) defign'd immediately to precede his Pro- 
poſitions themſelves : In which Enumeration of Events, for and againſt 
the Year of Chriſt 4479, What he had then extracted, let the Reader 
take as follows, viz.

This therefore having been premiſed, that the calling of the Saxons 
into Britain, was the Epocha, or the beginning of the Date of Time 
of that Grand and fo oft-predifted Revolution of 1260 Years, or 
that Bede's Epocha Anglorum , that ſame from whence Dame!'s Time, 

Dan, 12. 5, © Times, and Half a Time, alotted by the Solemn Oath of the Man 
© cloathed in Linnen, &c. holding up his Right Hand, and his Left 
© Hand unto Heaven, and ſwearing by him that liveth for ever, that 
© it ſhall be for a Time, Times, and Half; and when he ſhould;have ac- 
© complifh'd to ſcatter the Power of the Holy People, all theſe Wy +

tall befiniſh'd, in anſwer to that Queſtion in the preceding Verſe, How 
long ſhall it be to the end of theſe Wonders? For that this Duration 
here, is the ſame with that other under the ſame Words, Dar,7,yv. 25. 
ahich does there,moſt-plainly refer ro, the latter end of the Fourth 
Monarchy, 02 the Roman, and ſo hy Tonſequence to New Teſtament: 
Times and Events, and that it is \fill one and the ſame Durarion 
with what likewiſe p2efigur'd in the Revelation , not only under the

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Great and Powerful Army, met with an extraordinary Overthrow, he 
himſelf being taken Priſoner, and brought ſo into England, where 
for near 10 Years he remained, until ſuch Time, as John the French 
King was brought hither Priſoner alſo, being taken Captive at that 
other great and memorable Battle at Poj&iers, in the Year of Chriſt 
1356. at which Time, as we had both the Scotch King, and the French 
King Priſoners,(beſides ſeveral other Toincidences at that time,) it may 
not be improper here to take notice only of this, viz. That as there 
is ſogranda Myſtery in the Providence of God, as to the Governing 
of the World during the Monarchic Times, latent in the right fixing 
of, the Epoch of that one G2and Deſign'd Revolution of 1 260 Years,

ſtituting Parts thereof, is moſt plain, andevincible, the proper Re- 
mainder whereof, being moſt juſtly applicaple to the Papacy, both as 
it preſides over the Ancient Imperial Seat, the City of Rome; and like- 
wiſe as 1t both claims, and executes an uſurp*'d Supremacy over the 
Popiſh Potentates of Chriſtendom) The Offer whereof at ſo Critical 
a Time,it might thence be enquired, whether or not, in a ſort, it might 
not thus far, be look'd on as Ominous, that as heretofore the Roman 
d{onarchy, put an end to, and ſucrerdey the Macedonian,upon the Ex- 
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piration of 666 Years, (for ſo many may be reckon'd betwixt Cara- 
us as aforeſaid, and the Third and laſt Macedonian War, manag'd 
by the Romans againſt Pſexdo-Philippxs) from its firſt Commencement, 
whereby 'tis evident, that as this Number 656, Rev. 13. 18, is ſaid 
to be the Number of that Beaſt, which, v.2.0f the ſame Chaprer, is ſaid 
inerpeſs Terms to be like a Leopard; \o, that that ſame MWacedoni- 
an Kingdom, which in Dare! is reſembled by the very ſame Reſem- 
blance of a Leopard, was df julf {o many Years continuance , (fod 
666 Pears. And as further, Conſtantine the Great, who in Britain firſt 
ſucceeded to the Roman Empire, (of whom before) was the alotted 
Inſtrument and Agent, who transferr'd the Seat of the Empire from 
Rome and Jtaly 1a the Welt, to Byzantium, or Conftantinople, in the 
Eaſt. making thereby Greece, the Seat, of the 4th, or Roman Monar- 
chy, juft upon the Expiration of 666 Years from the beginning of the 
Reign of Alexander the Great King of Macedonia, (another Province 
of Greece) the Founder of the Third Monarchy, So by way of Allu- 
ſion, that the Engliſh Nation chiefly, and Kingdom, whoſe very fir(t 
Qnriginals,ſucceded the like D2iginals,of the Wacedonian Kingdom, 
by 1260 Years, was upon the like Revolution of 1250 Years thence: 
fozward to put an End to the Seat of the 4th Monarchy, Burt becauſe 
he hath already here before, declar'd,and avow?'d his Principles touch- 
ing the due Caution that Perſons ought to take as to the particularizing 
of Futurities. He is content to await, what will be the particular 11- 
ſues of Divine Providence , pre-alotted and determin'd to {ignalize 
that laſt Grand Revolution of 1260 Years.

Wiſdom could never be thus imported, but in Veſſels of Man's Fleſh, rigged 
according to the Grecian Guize,it may well be ſuppoſed that there is ſome Con- 
ſangninity betwixt the Saxons and the Grecians, althoughthe Degrees be not 
known, Thus far he. As to which, whether there were any , or 
what Degrees of Conſanguinity ſoever betwixt the Saxons and Greci- 
ans, let that be left to the Determination of the Learned ; this far is 
certain, that the Macedonians or Greciairs, and the Saxons, as trani- 
planted into Br/tajin, were herein undoubtedly of kin, as they conſti- 
ruted any parts of Daniel's mage of the 4 Wonarchies, or as that 


Ch. of Da. yon the Death or breaking off of Alexander the Great, the Founder of 


the Third Monarchy, his Kingdom ſhould be afterwards divided into 
the Four, of Macedonia, Afia, Syria, and e/£9y7r, conſtituting thereby

with the foreſaid Kingdoms, the Horns thereof : And as it may cafily 
be proved, that the Saxons were amongit the 1o Horns of the 4th Bealt, 
or Roman Monarchy, ſo, by this means, the Grecjuns and Saxois were 
undoubtedly of kin, as they belonged to the ſame Monarchic Body ; 
and upon this Bottom,and Foundation it is, that he hath obſerved va- 
ricty of othor Jaftances, wherein the other Accidents and Events re- 
lating to the Engliſh Kingdom, ſuch as the Commencement of the 
Danes Government here, in 1017, and the Norman's Conqueſt in ! 066, 
&c. have been by Equaiand Proper Intervals, and Diſtances of Times, 
connered to, or linked with the remarkable Changes and Reyolutions 
Ol 
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of-the Gzecian Monarchy ; as well as that the fir Initials only, of this 
Nation and Kingdom, may be apparently connex'd to the firſt Initials 
of the Macedonian Kingdom , by the Prophetical Number of 1260 
Years, Whether therefore then,according to what went before,touch- 
ing the Originals of the Sexes ; 1t might properly be ſaid, That as Pri- 
:4in heretofore, under Conſtantine the Great, the Founder of the Ea- 
ſtern Empire, tranſmitted a Colony into Greece, 666 Years after the 
Reign of Alexander the Great, the Founder of the Greek Monarchy, 
22d Signalizer of: the Stock-or Race of the Macedonian Kings ; 1o, 
1260 Years after, this{aid Race or Stock of Kings, Greece. likewiſe . 
tranſmitted a Colony, (tranſplanted firſt into the Saxon Clime, arul 
thence derived hither) into Britain. But becauſe its not his Cuſtom to 
draw certain Toncluſions from diſputable Pzemiſes, he will not here . 
ad, this further : And thart the Offspring, Cc. chiefly of this ſaid Gre- 
cian Colony,ſo firſt tranſmitted into Savoy, and thence into Britain, - 
ſhould as many, or 1 260 Years afterwards, put an End and Period to 
the Roman Monarchy, as 1t, it {elf before had done, to the Grecian. 
ut, as he rather chulſes to conſider ſuch things as theſe acco2ving to the 
Characters fixt on the Events by P2zopheſic, than only by ſome darker 
Conjecures deducible from the D;iginais of Nations; ſo, he cannot 
here omit,. the Conſideration of the following Particular, as propcc 
to add ſome Force and Strength to his Arguments for fixing the Epocha 
of that Grand Revolution of 1260 Years, from the end of 
the Roman Government in'Zr;rajn, and thereupon the Saxons calling 
thereinto ; which ſhall be fetchi'd from the Time, wherein the Refo2 + 
mation here firſt began, in England, viz. From the firit Seflion of Parli- 
ament in the firſt Year of Edward the VI. (our Engliſh Joſiah) com- 
mencing on the 4th of November, 1547. and thence continued to the 
24th of the nexth Month, or December, of the ſame Year 1547. Are 
they,then the Authors Sentiments,that the 1 260 Years,are to commence 
from the Saxons calling hither, into Britain, Cc. as aforcſaid, as com- 
nleating of the 10 Horns ! And is 1t not well known, that the Refor- 
mation of the Church in the laſt Age, pro ratione Hic & Nunc, in reſpcc 
to Time and Place, did proceed likewiſe, out of Saxony firſt, 1ſarrin 
Luther,a Saxon,being the Decreed and Alotred Inſtrument : For though 
the Proteſtant Doctrin, be no new Doctrin, but as old, as ſince our $a- 
viours Incarnation, and the Apoſtalical Times ; yet it muſt not be de- 
nied, but that, beto:c his Bife, in theſc parts of the World, ( not to 
ipcak of the Valleys of Piedmont, the YVaudvis, &c,) according to whet 
nad been toretold, of all the Worlds wondring after, and following of 
the- Bealt ; the whotc ourward and Uifilile Pyofeſfion, was blinded with 
Papal Superſtitio:is, and a Dark Night of Agyptian Darkneſs : But 
omitting here, the Great #umbec of Chſervaiions, which he hath. 
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to be Inftramentalas a means to reſtore the Light of the Goſpel, ſo 
far befoze that time in theſe parts eclipſed, bekdes its being likewiſe 
made uſe of as in order to bring about, and effeCt thereby the great 
deſign'd Revolutions of the Civil State of the laſt and pzeſent Age. 
He will rather at this time conſider the forefa1d Commencement or be- 
ginning of theReformation here in England, at the foreſaid Time, al- 
| hough the ſame as reſpeCting a Means, may in a fort be lookd on as 
tranſplanted thence,hither, as that (as aforeſaid,pro ratione Hic & Nunc ) 
which gave the firſt Drcaſion. Let us therefore then conſider the Acts 
reſpeCting the Reformation and Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs,appointed in that 
Seſſion, to take their Effet, and commence, at the Time appointed,

And be ſaid unto me, unto 2300 Days, thez ſhall the Sanituary be cleanſed, 
Now, that theſe 2300 Days of Daniel, belides any ſuppos'd Literal 
Interpretation thereof as reſpecting to the Times of Antioch Epi- 
phanas, who, and whoſe Perſecutions of the Jews, was, and were, but 
as a Type of the Longer, or more durable Perſecution, and Bondage, 
which both the Jewiſh Synagogue and Chriſtian Church,were to under- 
go, by, ond under Literal and Myſtical Babylon : As therefore then 
Rev. 18.3. Fome very fitly in the Revelation, is ſtyled 2yſtica! Babylon, of the Cup 
of the Wine of the Wrath of whoſe For nications all the Nations were to drink; 
and amongſt the reſt, this, of our own. And as the fore- 
ſaid Prophetical Number of 2300 Days, refers not only to the 
Time of the Trampling of the Sanftuary and the Hoſt under Feet, 
/and by whom for a longer Duration of Time, has that been done, 
than by Myſtical Babylon ?) And as the end of the ſaid Number refers 
to the cleanſing of the Sanctuary : So, what fitter Application (for 
one) of the foreſaid Number, can be given, than this, viz. That the 
Anrichziftian 7 Headed, and 10 Ho2zn'd Beaſt, ſhould loſe that notable

Obſervation, One hath particularly wrote a diſtin Treatiſe, of which here by phens. 
the by) or from, and after the New-Teſtament-Times, when ſhe ty- 
ranniz'd over the Chriſtian Church: Belides, that Appellation, as it's 
not ſo fit to Infant Rome; ſo likewiſe as to the Reformation here in 
England , though it's to be confels'd, that it began in Edward the 6th's 
Time: Yet, as his (comparitively) ſhort Reign was ſucceeded by the 
ſharp and bitter Perſecutions of Q. Mary ; lo, (were any ſuch the fore- 
going Application to be made) it might be the more proper,had it been 
applicable to the Commencement of the long and proſperous Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, wherein the Reformation was revived; &'c. But as 
. the Progreſs of the Reformation was firſt retarded by Queen Mary, 
and asthe laſt Papal Reign here in England, beſides the imminent Dan- 
ger thereby of the reformed Religion in theſe Lands ; and more par- 
ucularly, as it was the Occaſion of the like polluting of the Sanctuary, 
and giving of the Hoſt to be trampled under Foot in Ireland by the 
Iriſh Papiſts, and of the great Streights and Difficulties of the Prote- 
ſtants of that Kingdom; and farther, the French King having in 
1684, concluded a General Peace abroad : That, with this Succeſlion, 
thenext Year, of a Popiſh P2ince (with whom he was ſo ſtrongly and 
inſeparbly allied) on the Engliſh Throne, may juſtly be look'd on as ex- 
traordinarily influencing the inhuman Rigour and Barbarity of thoſe 
French Pecſecutions in that ſaid Year of 1685 ,ſo remarkably then re- 
new'd; as well as, that the French King's Authority, the next Year, o- 
ver-awing, &c. the Duke of Savoy, may be look'd on, to influence, 
or rather to Effect thoſe grievous and cruel Perſecutions and Devaſta- 
tions on the Yaudois: and on ſuch as the aforeſaid Accounts, it might 
probably be inferr*d,that the foregoing 2300 years, could not properly be 
applied as ending with the Beginning of King Edward the 6th's Reign 
and the Reformation therein. The Anlwer to all which is verp h

I. As to that part ofthe Objection, of Myſtical Babylonw's not being 
{o applicable to Infant Rome, who did not, ab Origine, begin to trample 
the Sanctuary and Hoſt under Feet. 1. We ought to conſider, That 
it hath been verp conſonant and agreeable to the Meaſures of 
Divine wiſdom, to affix ſuch Dignatures and Charagers on 
p2eſent Things, as may be equally ſuttable to their Conſequen- 
ces and Tendencies, as to their p2eſent State of Exiſtence : 
Which, if Perſons did but duly weigh and conſider, it would clear 
ſome groundleſs Doubts and Scruples, wherewith otherwiſe they will 
entangle themſelves. On this Bottom and Foundation, it might ay 
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be reconciled, how the Converſtons of the Northern, and Barbarous 
Nations, as the Saxons, &c. to Chriſtianity, under Charles the Great, 
or (which is of greater Antiquity) the Converſion of the Saxons in this 
Land,and other ſeeming proſperous Succeſſes at any time of the Chriſtian 
Church in theſe Weſtern Parts, could be conſiſtent with the Decur- 
rency of the Beaſt's long Duration of 1260 Years; which eaſily might 
be admitted, bp reflecting back on the Caſe of the predi&ed Servi- 
tude of the Iſraelites in «Egypt; the which, though the Prediction 
might probably have ſeemed on the firſt View, as if deſigned of a 
whole entire 400 Years Servitude, without Intermifhion, as well as A- 
bode there : But (yet its well known that) as it was chiefly the Jatter 
part of that Time, wherein the Egyptian Bondage and Brick Kills 
came on, ſo alſo but the one half of the 43a years, the whole to be 
computed from Abraham's begun Peregrination, though at God's Com- 
mand, and into that Land which his Seed afterwards was to enjoy ; as 
well as the 400 years of his Seeds Servitude {Abraham then being in 
Peregrination) was to commence from the Birth of T/aac the promi- 
{ed Seed, not to be reckoned from Faceb and his Family's memorable 
going down into Egypt; which {till at that Time, 1ts moſt plain, was 
io abſolutely Neceſſary for him and them; who otherwiſe had fa- 
miſhed in their own Land. But notwithſtanding this, or any external 
Proſperity, which either Abrabam, or his Seed (as Foſeph's Promotion 
in egypt) did inthe mean time enjoy : yet in reſpe& that they were 
to be thenceforward, in an unſettled, ſojourning State and Condition 
compared to what, after they were to attain, on the obtaining of the 
Promiſed Land: And as in particular, they were to be grievouſly op- 
prefſed in eZpypt ; ſo the ſaid prophetical Numbers, muſt have fo early 
Dates, o2 Epochs fo2 their Commencements. He will not here, 
tor Brevity ſake, make a fuller Application of the Premiſes to New Te- 
ſtament, or Preſent Times. 

2- Though Myſtical Babylon, &c. was not ſo applicable to Infant 
as Adult Rome; yet its plain , (which hath before been inferred) wiz. 
That with Infant Rome, ag with the Commencement of the Kiegal 
Government therein, does commence the beginning or firſt of the 
7 Heads; even according to Angelical Interpretation it ſelf : whence 
her Initials undoubtedly are a moſt proper Epocha to commence thac 
Great P2zophetical Kalendar of 2300 Pears, ending with ſo me- 
morable Afﬀairs in that Kingdom, which befoze then, was one of 
her moſt remarkable Horns. But to proceed to the following parts of 
the Obje&ion, fetch'd from the Confideration of the Marian Times 
immediatly enſuing thoſe of King Edward the 6th; where, let the

As 
then the wicked and cruel Exploits in her Days, here in this Natior, 
did bear ſome Reſemblance to thoſe of his againſt the Jews; of whole 
Exploits, both the Author of the Book of Maccabees, and Joſephus do 
give a large Account: So hikewiſe,let us conſider her, with the like Re- 
ſpe& tothe Kiace and Stock from whenceſhe came : Burt ler it firſt be 


taken notice how, that as the Number 1260 1s the Limit of Duration

Pear from the Nozman Dukedom in France; but 
( which is likewiſe very material) upon the midlt of the 7oth, weck 
of Bears from the Norman's Conqueſt and Obtaining of the 
Crown of England bp William Duke of Normandy, the 75th. Duke 
02 Head, of that Pukedom ; and as the Commencement of her 
Neign falls on the midſt of the ſaid 7oth. Week of Pears; ((ze 
a Preſident 1n Daniel) fo, her Perſecutions begun, fall mozc on the

v. 17. which ſaid P2opyetical Number of 390 from thence, with 
the foregoing of LXXx weeks of pears,and 666 pears, with other 
Coincidences, Obſervations, 8c. do all verp well ſuit and qua- 
drate with the Autho2zs Sentiments, touchmg thole Martian 
Times and Perſccutions. But ſhould he go on here with the Pro- 
pounding of {uch ocher Obſervations, both, to thoſe her Times, thoſe 
of the Pariſian Maſſacre, Spaniſh Invaſton,Gunpowder Conſpiracy ,&c. 
which he had made, though they might be proper and fit; yet the pro-

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As then 2300 Days are not ſo minute a Revolution in them- 
felves; Bur that proper Applications thereof, may carry as certain a 
Determination of the Events, both of Epocha and Period as the caſt- 
ing of the Lot heretofore, when appointed by God for an Ifſue and 
Determination, hath never then, by the Acknowledgers of a Divine 
Providence, { how contingent ſoever otherwiſe in it ſelf,) been look'd 
on as fortuitous ſtil] and contingent : But rather ought we to eſteem 
ſuch Days, which out of the Immenſe Ocean of others, are ſegre- 
gated to commence and terminate ſuch Revolutions, juſt in the very 
{xme manner remark'd, as heretofore was that Perſon, on whoſe 
Tribe, Family, and laſt of all, on his own proper Perſon, the diſcri- : 
minating Lor, ever heretofore did fall. But to proceed, 

As there undoubtedly is a vaſt and inconceivable Difference, be- - 
twixt the ſtanding of the Idol of Fupiter Olympins in the Pantheon a- 
mongſt the Reft of the Heathen Deities at Rowe; and the ſetting of it 
up in the Holy Temple at Jeru/alem : $9 likewiſe ts there betwirt 
the Succeſſion ſimpiy of iſh Kings tn Poptſh Cotnicies,

Chapt. of Rewelat. is the Throne of Government called Heaven, which 
indeed is the Holy, the moſt Holy Place; And accordingly, the 
thing ſimply conſidered in it ſelf, it's plain, that Romiſh Maſſes, and 
Idolatry, were no more acceptable to God in our Courts, than Ca- 
thedrals ; and in either, no otherwiſe than like to the Ark of God's 
Preſence brought by the Philiſtines into the Houſe of their Idol Dagon : 
No, no, the Gulph fix'd betwixt Feru/alem, and Babel is fo vaſtly great, 
that the Author is fully perſuaded in this caſe, had thoſe narrow-ſpi- 
rited Theologues the great Aflerters of unlimited paſſive Obedience, 
been rightly inform'd in this Point,they might have found, in 4llufion to 
that Woe in the Goſpel to Offences given, That in the general E- 
viction of Popery to be an Abomination of Ocefolaton ; Relpect 
rather was tobe had ta Dirences in like manner unjuſtly given ; 
thai: juſtly taken $ Babylon is ſaid expreſly to fall, becauſe ſhe made 
the Nations, and Kings of the Earth drunk, with the Cup of her Forni- 
cations,&c. as it had thereby,amongſt other things, a Tendency to the 
making of her ſelf drunk with 1Bloo3, Let it ſuffice here to add as to 
this Point what follows; V:z. That it's as certain as that two and two 
make four, or any Propoſition in Euclid, that as the forefaid Propheti- 
cal Numbers of 2300, 1260 Days, &c. were exhibited to the Prophets 
by Divine Revelation ; fo likewiſe in the groſs, that that other Propheſie 
17, Revelat. of the Kings of the Earth agreeing and A: their Power 
to the Beaſt tthtit the CUIo2Ds gf Ood (04d be fiultfilfd, does, and 
did reſpect the preſent Times, and Events, as to the Jacobian Reign, the 
French Perſecutions, &c. And that according hereto, ( theſe Diſpenſa-

the ſame Time, there were ſome Tows 
of God, ſome P2opheſies to be fulfilld and accompliſh ; Bur as 
to theſe Words of God, theſe Propheſies to. be accompliſh'd and fulfittd ; 
it's not His Deſign ar this Time, and in this Place, to fay any 
thing further than only this, as introductory ; Viz. The great Reaſon 
why Men's Apprehenfions fail them, and are different as to theſe 
Points, is, in great part this; that they too far limic the Words of God, 
his Propheſies and Predictions by their own more private Sentiments 
and Opinions; whereas they ought rather co endeavour to conform and 
regulate the latter by the fozmer: what other thing more as a means 
tended to the blinding, and Obſtinacy of the Jews and Papiſts, the one 
in the Caſes touching the Meffiah, or Chriſt; and the latter touching 
Antichriſt ? But that they had before-hand fancied to themſelves ſuch a 
Chriſt, and ſuch an Antichriſt, as it never was in the Decrees of God 
ever to manifeſt to the World ; and thence they could not ſee the true 
when manifeſted : Suffice it therefore to ſay this much, That the late 
Revolutions of theſe 3 Kingdoms, as they were undoubtedly the ſignal 
Providences of God, converſant about thoſe Times, and things concer- 
ning which there were fome Words of God to be fulfilled ; fo, does he 
further conceive, that no Perſon either is, or can be fitly qualified, to 
diſprove what might be alledg'd to have been thoſe Words of Gad, 
that hath not ſtudied Divine Providence, in the orderly and regular 
Succeſſion of ſeveral Ages and Generations preceding : Nor does he 
look on the ſaid late Revolutions to be ſuch fignal Providences of God, 
ſolely as conſidered in themſelves, and confin'd within theſe 3 King- 
doms ; (which heretofore have been look'd on as cuſtomarily holding 
of. the Ballances of Europe: ) But more eſpecially and further confider'd 
as theſe 3 are become thereby united, under the Auſpicious Govern- 
ment of ſo wiſe and couragious a Prince, fo deeply further engaged in, 
and againſt the Common Enemy and Diſturber of Chriſtendom, though 
He would vainly pretend to the glorious Title, of 27o/t Chriſtian. 

Let this further be added, that though there is a certain Filum Pro- 
pbeticum, a Prophetical Thread, reſpecting to the Viſions in Danze, and 
che Revelation, running through his whole Deſign. Thar yet there is 
ſomething MME Pecullar, in che fame, chan in any other hitherto ex- 
rant; As to the concerting the Yeaſures of Oivine J2ovidence, 
with the Accompiiſhment of Divine Previction 2 His meaning is, 
that there may be many Things or Events which by their regular 
Courſe, and Diſpoſition, may plainly be evinc'd to have been foreſeen 
and alotred for thoſe Times wherein they fell our, which perhaps may 
not readily be gather'd to have been, any where exprefly, as to particu- 
lariries foretold: And that as one great End of Divine Prediction was 
ro give a Cenviction of a Divine Preſcience : (For, as to that other End 
of Propheſie, namely as to be a CHE; and Oirecio!1.) As it's eaſily 
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and fully ts be prov'd, as before, that as the Prophets themſelves, the 
Amanuenſ(es of the Holy Ghoſt, did not particularly, and perſonally 
foreknow the particular Futurities, as to the Times when, the Dates of 
Times, were to commence and end; and the ſeveral Circumſtances of 
their Accompliſhment ; it being the Deſign of the Holy Ghoſt in 
Prophetical Exhibitions, to give Conviction of a Divine Efſence and 
Preſcience, and not of the Amanuenſis's Omniſcience, an Inſeperable 
Attribute of the Deity, ſo even at or upon the Accompliſhment, many 
of the {aid PrediQtions have remain'd ſtill not underſtood, at the date 
of the ſaid fulfilling : Whereby that other End, hach not obtain'd but 
to very few, and yet afterwards being underſtood ; the former,Viz. of a 
Pureſctence, becomes intelligible and plain ta many 2 According here- 
unto, ſuch the foregoing Notifications of J®20vidence, diſtinct from 
Puediction, are not nor to be diſregarded: And as for the Rules and 
Meaſures which he hath laid down to judge of theſe, they be ſuch as 
follow ; Viz, Since it is moſt certainly true, that God Almighty, who 
foreknows, and foreſees all Futurities whatſoever, having likewiſe fore- 
ordained, and alotted as well the Means, as the End, we are not other- 
wiſe to conceive, but that, as he foreſees all thoſe ſeveral Ways and 
Means, whereby he brings about his Decrees, as well them, the groſs 
whereof he had foretold, as others; And,as he foreknows as well what 
as 4 means ſhall be ſubſervient ta the Retarding of ſuch his Councels 
to their appointed Time, and ſuch other means as then ſhall be Jn- 
ſfrumental to effect the ſame t So may we very groundedly conclude, 
that in many Caſes he both may, as alſo hath afhix'd ſuch' indelible 
Footſteps of his Providence, as may convincingly aſſure us, that he 
does ſo foreknow, the End from the Beginning, the Effect both 
from, and befo!e the firſt Appearance of the Cauſe, and the enſit- 
ing JPuniſhment, from the very Oate ofthe P2evarication; and 
that as to the Particularities of many ſuch the Premiſes, though not 
all evincible, by plain and poſitive Predictions, they may yet many of 
them be moſt certainly evincd by this JI20vidence 3 According 
whereto, He is fo far from conceiving that during the monarchic Ac- 
count of Time, Divine Providence had no further viſible Myſtery of 
God to be finiſh'd, and accompliſh'd, than only what might plainly 
be gathecc3, to have been expreſly and partictiiariy tozetold, chac 
he rather concludes, thoſe things, which may be gathered fo expreſly, 
t particularly to have been Beveald, tot:ching the Yonarchies, 
8&c. were rather ſa fozetold ; that thereby we corng to know 
the groſs as if it were, of thoſe Oivine Oecrees, and Scenes of 
their ſeveral Accompliſhments, might be cad thereby by the 
hand into that otherwiſe moſt inextricable La'yrinfh,ofthe more 
Entire, and full ſeries of the Otvine Counſels and £Oecrees, 
which was to conſummate that Yyſtery of Gov, which the JP2o- 
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phetick Scriptures were rather to leadus to the Knowledge of, 
than fully of themſelves to exhibit. And therefore whilſt Perſons 
eagerly diſpute about the Underſtanding of ſome of the more dark Vi- 
ſions of the Revelation; without an Equal Endeavour to Recotitile the 
1920vidences of God to, 92 concert them with his J-:edictions, 
they do but as if it were,juſt the ſame thing, as ſhould we ſee Perſons 
very eagerly diſputing touching the Names of the ſeveral Wheels, &c. 
which ſome accurate and exatt Mathematician, had given to thoſe be- 
longing to ſome very curious Mechanical Engine of his own Contri- 
vance, and yet never had ſcen the ſanic t1 Wotton, buit rather all 
Particulars atflocated, and alutider $ Let this therefore be laid 
down, as an indubitable Truth, That the fignal Providences of God in 
the World, diſp:3/'d into a due Order, map be as ſubſervient, to en- 
iighteh, ſome otherwiſe more obſcure propherical Predictions, as the re- 
flecting of the Sitnt Beams vy a Glaſs, might be to ſome o- 
therwiſe more dark and obſcure Dungeon, whereinto its Beams 
of the: :1{elves, could ſcarcely or not at all penetrate. Nor is he unac- 
quainted, with what might be objected againſt the Premiſes; Yiz. Thar 
we ought nor to eſteem the Fancies of our own Brains, as the ſignal 
periodical Revolutions of Divine Providence ; and be very cautious in 
ſuch Caſes as theſe, .leaſt ict may juſtly become to be ſaid of us accord- 
ing to the Proverb, As the Fool thinks, ſo the Bell clinks; Burt that we 
carry our ſelves as to ſuch Points as theſe, with a becoming Modeſty 
and Moderation, and not too much indulge our ſelves in our own 
Notions. 

To which, the Anſwer is this, That all the due Modeſty and Mode- 
ration, which we can uſe is net too much, in the Endeavourig to aſcribe 
our own Notions to be, eicher the Regular or Viſible Footſteps of Di- 
vine Providence, or the Sence and Meaning, of Seripture Propheſies : 
But why may not we be as liable, or more liable, eſpecially in ſuch as 
are the moſt obſcure, to be miſtaken, in our Apprehenſions touching 
the Meaning of the latter, than of the former ? And if our Liableneſs 
to be miſtaken touching the one, is no juſt Apology for our Negligence, 
and Inadvertency, or Careleſneſs, as to the Underſtanding of thoſe. 
things, which the Wiſdom of God, thought not unmeet or unfit to 
reveal ; ſo, no more either is, or ought it to be, for our not Underſtand- 
ing or Enquiry into, the Language of God's Providence: For as we 
are no more to Slight, and Diſregard the Notions, and Convictions of a 
Deity, which ariſe from the Conſideration of the Works of Creation, 
any more,than thoſe which do,from the Word,and expreſs Revelation of 
the Creator; ſo likewiſe, ought not we more to paſs by, a Convitti- 
on, of an Indubitable Divine Preſcience, ariſing from the Regularity of 
God's Works, than from the. Certainty, and Intallibility of the. Divins 
Word. 
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He hath determin'd with himſelf, only to ſubjoin ſome few further 
Obſervations amongſt many more, touching the late Revolutions: In
